RARE INDIAN CENT 1867/SMALL 7 


1867/7 INDIAN CENT WORTH MONEY — GOT ONE? 


This new discovery has many dealers and collectors checking their sets and stock. The 
Gramatan Coin Shop from Mt. Vernon, N. Y. supplied the above photo — they have one. 

It is believed the 1867 /small 7 is from the three cent nickel die as it is smaller. 
Owners of 1867 Indian cents should check for this new variety as it no doubt will be listed 
in a future coin catalog. Since this variety is in a minority as in most all overdate varieties 
it would command a much higher value than the regular 1867. 

An overdate is a number struck over another, and is not considered a mint error. Years 
ago, the mint, to save time and dies use to recut a new number over another on the dies, 
only by close inspec tion with a magnifying glass can an overdate be seen. A check of the 
early U.S. coin issues in catalogs will show many such varieties. Of late the following are 
known: 1942/41 dime, 1918/17 S quarter, 1918/17 D nickel. Recent finds are: 1882/3 shield 
nickel, 1893/92 dime, 1869/68 cent. 

With millions of collectors constantly checking coins and dates it is likely several more 
overdates and varieties will be dicovered in the future.

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‘Open Graves’’ 


by Kalvart K. Tidwell, A.N.A. 16320 


Back in the early 1900’s - 3, 4, and 5, in late summer we used 
to visit Grandmother in the country. On occasion, with little rain 
during the long, hot months, the ground about her place would 
crack wide open - down deep, often further than our young eyes 
could see. These land cracks often served as a grave for both 
the living and the dead, to wit: Grandmother usually had a hen or 
two with young chickens. Mother hen would jump these cracks. Her 
chicks would attempt to follow, only to fall into an open grave. At 
another time Grandmother would say, ‘Son, a dead hen lies out by 
the fence line - go and drop her in one of the large cracks.” 

All of which reminds us of the 1828 tobacco story as related by 
Noah Smithwick in his early Texas volume, “The Evolution of a 
State.’ (1900). In effect, life in the colonies becoming boresome 
and not too profitable, Noah sold his blacksmith shop at Bell’s 
Landing (Columbia) and invested his take in 1000 lbs. of leaf to- 
bacco. Thereafter, with three of his friends, he headed for Mexico 
on a smuggling expedition. Crossing the Rio Grande near Laredo, 
the tobacco was sold in nearby villages for $2.00 a pound, all in 
Silver coin, and quite bulky. Back across the river, and into Texas, 
they were followed by Mexican soldiers who suspected that they 


| had evaded the payment of import duties of some sort. 


To hide the money, the ground surface was well marked and 
the heavy saddle bags of coins were dropped into one of those dry- 
weather crevices which so frequently split the mesquite prairies. 
Now they allowed the soldiers to overtake and search them. With 
apologies, the soldiers headed back, and the men returned for their 
money. The cleft was so deep there was no way to reach the bags. 
They would need pick and shovel to dig them out, and these could 


| only be obtained in the nearest settlement, many miles ahead on the 


trail back. Before the men could return, heavy rains hit the prairie, 
obliterating all landmarks. In their washings, the land cracks took 
on vastly different appearances, and none knew where to dig. 
Years later, Noah hinted “if anybody wants to search for buried 
treasure, there is his chance, if it hasn’t gone through to the other 


| side of the world.”

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HUGUENOT HALF DOLLAR — 1562 - 1962 


In the year 1561 France became embroiled in the Religious 
Wars and persecution of the Huguenots by the weak King Charles 
under the malevolent influence of his mother, Catherine de Medici, 
was beginning to work toward its culmination in the massacre of 
St. Eartholomew. Gaspard de Coligny, Admiral of France, was the 
great protagonist of the Huguenots of Normandy and, all efforts 
at a peaceful settlement coming to naught, he petitioned the King 
for permission to plant a colony in Florida. The project was no less 
agreeable to the French monarch, who wished to be rid of his 
troublesome subjects, than to Coligny himself, who conceived the 
hope of becoming the founder in the New World of the first asylum 
for the persecuted and oppressed. 


Quickly a small fleet was fitted out and in February of 1562 
the expedition, under the leadership of Jean Ribault with 126 soldiers 
and sailors, departed from Dieppe to find the River Jordan, of which 
an earlier Spanish explorer Lucas Vasquez @’Ayllon had given such 
glowing reports some forty years before, there to select a site for 
the new colony. 


Within two months it had made a landfall a little below the 
present St. Augustine and after brushing past the River of May 
and planting a pillar at the present Mayport, Ribault sailed on 
north seeking his destination. On May 17, 1562, by a happy chance, 
he came to anchor in a fair haven, which because of its spacious 
anchorage and protected depths he gave the name of Port Royal. 
Here believing that he had at long last found a tributary of the Jor- 
dan, he decided to leave a garrison while he returned to France for 
additional colonists. He planted his second “padron’’, or pillar, sig- 
nifying occupancy, and at the garrison’s request built a small fort 
on what is now Parris Island, which, in honor of his king, he named 
Charlesfort. 


Arriving in France, he became enmeshed in the terrible religious 
controversies of the day and sought refuge in England where, with 
debatable motives, he tried to interest Elizabeth in his ventures. 

The colony at Port Royal had a brief but tragic existence. The 
Storehouse with all supplies being consumed by fire, the settlers 
‘Were cast upon the hospitality of the natives and, being soldiers 
and sailors rather than farmers, made no provision for themselves. 
Dissentions arose, and after a few months they sailed for home in a 
makeshift ship. Disaster dogged their heels, but after passing 
through the horrors of hunger and thirst the decimated crew arrived 
in France. 


To commemorate this historic event a ‘‘Huguenot Half Dollar” 
medal was struck. The ‘Huguenot Half Dollar’ medal, struck in 
limited number, is one and one-half inches in diameter and weighs 
185 grains. It is made of bronze with a beautiful goldine coating 
which is sealed to preserve its brilliance. The obverse shows the 
profile of Jean Ribault. The ship portrayed in the harbor is a replica 
of the type vessel Jean Ribault anchored off the shores of the area 
which he named Port Royal. The famous South Carolina Palmetto’s 
shown on the beach stand as mapestically today as they did 400 
years ago. 


On the reverse is shown the torch on which are found three 
Fleur’s de Lis, a heraldic device, the bearing of the former royal 
family of France. Embracing the torch are leaves from the giant 
Palmettos. 


The direct quotation, “No Fayrar or Fytter Place’, was ob- 
tained from a translation of a report from Jean Ribault to the King 
of France describing the area of land upon which his men settled. 

The Beaufort Junior Chamber of Commerce is handling all mail 
Sales of this medal. They are working in conjunction with the Quar- 
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dri-Centennial Commission of Beaufort County who has struck this 
| medal to celebrate this 400th anniversary which is probably second 
| only to the landing of Columbus in the history of North America.

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CANADIAN COIN PATTERNS 


By EARL A. McBRAYER 498 Sunland Drive, Cincinnati 38, Ohio 
A list of prices realized from a recent large auction provides 
us with material for comment in Canadian Coin Patterns this 
week. Many scarce Canadian coins were included in the sale. Some 
bargains were obtained and these will be excellent investments for 
the future. Despite increased interest of the past year both begin- 
ner and advanced Canadian collectors still can find good buys in 
auctions if they will take the time to fill out a bid sheet. 

In this article we have tried to keep our valuations at a rea- 
sonable level. Of course if the collector wants to pay more for a 
specimen, and has to have it RIGHT NOW, he can always find a 
seller who will oblige him with a higher price. But we were pleased 
to find a large number of key Canadian coins selling at the prices 
listed in our suggested purchase range. 

A few examples of prices realized for popular series coins 


follow:

The 1948 choice mint set brought full catalogue (1960 Charlton) 
of $110.00 and I believe it to be a bargain for investment at this 
price. A choice brilliant uncirculated 1948 set is very dfficult to 
assemble. 

It was interesting to read that one set of nickels (1922-59) 
brought $15.00 but a lot of three nickel sets brought little more than 
twice the price of a single set. The three sets brought only $32.00 — 
a very fine buy for the lucky investor! There were many similar bar- 
gains where lots contained more than one of an item or miscellan- 
eous groups of Canadian material. 

One word of caution: know your auctioneer to be a reputable 
person who will stand behind the material consigned to him. I re- 
cently bid on a lot of forty-four ‘‘ancient’” coins and found on arrival 
that less than 25% of the coins were ancient. I was asked to pay in 
advance for the material and it will be interesting to see if the deal- 
er is as reputable as reported when he receives my letter of comment!

Suggestions For 
Holding Conventions 


By MATT ROTHERT, 2nd Vice-Pres. 


An Annual Coin Exhibit and Convention is desirable for coin 
clubs of all sizes. It could well be a part of each active coin club’s 
annual program. 


A coin club, like any other club, has periods of growing interest 
and waning interest. A period of uninterrupted, waning interest 
may result in a definite deterioration of the club. We urge, there- 
fore, 


First: an annual coin exhibit and convention as a club project 
to stimulate interest, and help unite the various factions or groups 
usually found in a club. 


Second: the project will help to give “direction” to the club. It 
presents a challenge, something to work on, and something to ac- 
complish. 


Third: with a major project, the club will work together and 
attract new members. In order to hold a successful convention ten 
committees are suggested for an average size club. This means ten 
chairmen and many committee members, providing some work for 
all the club members, encouraging them to learn to work unitedly 
as a club. 


Fourth: a convention with a maximum number of exhibits by 
the greatest number of club members possible, will present another 
way for the club members to absorb numismatic information and 
will help develop true collectors and real numismatists. 


We are often asked to suggest the essential elements necessary 
for a small club to hold a coin convention. 


Coin conventions must be planned ahead, the larger the conven- 
tion, the further in advance the plans must be made. 


The entire club should cooperate. To keep the members work- 
ing together, the club should make preliminary decisions at the 
regular meetings and members should be kept informed of the 
progress. 


A non-conflicting date should be set, after a careful study of all 
dates of other conventions is made. This date should be made as far 
ahead as possible. 


Committees should be appointed, with hard working, dedicated 
chairmen selected for their particular ability in that field. The fol- 
lowing committees are suggested: 


. Exhibits committee. 

. Dealer and Bourse committee. 

. Location committee. 

Program committee. 

. Hospitality committee. 

. Registration committee. 

Women’s entertainment committee. 
. Auction committee. 

. Security committee. 

10. Publicity committee. 

In smaller clubs some of these committees may be combined. 


CoONMUP WMH 


The Exhibits committee, in my opinion, should be mentioned 
first. One of the most important phases of a convention is a display 
of interesting exhibits. This stimulates interest in collecting for both 
the beginning and advanced collector. Good exhibits help to make 
“numismatists” out of “fast-buck” collectors not having their own 
cases may exhibit. 


This committee should decide on the classification of exhibits 
such as: 


Class I U.S. Coins 

Class II Foreign Coins 

Class III U.S. Paper Money 
Class IV Foreign Paper Money 
Class V Miscellaneous 


They may also include special] classes, if desired. Examples are: 
Gold coins, Junior exhibits, Confederate States of America exhibits, 
etc. 


The dealer and bourse committee can make the convention Sself- 
supporting. Many smaller clubs may not be aware that their club 
can make expenses if a budget is worked out based on the number 
of dealers that will take tables times the rate charged per table. 


The location, usually a hotel, should be secured on a definite 
basis, ahead of time, so there will be no other conflicting conven- 


tions there. The location committee’s work does not end with the 
acquisition of the location. Constant liaison must be continued and 
many last minute arrangements are usually normal. 


An interesting program is most important. Printed or mimeo- 
graphed copies of the activities should be prepared. The previous 
issue of the A.N.A. officers bulletin Vol. X, No. 3, published in April, 
1961, was filled with examples of programs. We suggest the use of 
one of the A.N.A. slide sets in your plans. 


The Hospitality, Registration and Women’s Entertainment 
committees are self-explanatory, the effort and time given these 
features depending upon the size and the desires of the club. 


The Auction committee is mentioned next, as an auction is often 
desirable. We suggest that you not have too many lots, with the 
regular club auction rules applying. 


The Security committee is ever growing in importance. Guards 
and insurance must be arranged. Security is usually necessary the 
day before and the day after conventions. Often arrangements 
should be made with the local Express Compay to have a represent- 
ative at the Convention on Sunday, if necessary. 


A good, live publicity committee that can obtain local news- 
paper coverage and can have the backing of the community is most 
important to obtain attendance for the show. 


With these committees functioning properly a successful con- 
vention is assured. 


WHY STRESS EXHIBITS AT YOUR CONVENTION ? 


Several good reasons why the individual coin collector should 
exhibit and the coin club sponsor and encourage exhibits follow: 


A. An exhibit requires research and background study. Every 
collector has certain coins or bills in his collections that appeal to 
him more than others. In books from his own library, or those 
found. These may be some special or exciting fact that can be men- 
tioned in the Exhibit. 


B. An exhibit requires layout and design consideration and 
study. The exhibit should attract others than the collectors of that 
particular material displayed. Artistry is necessary to make it inter- 
esting to all, and especially to the judges. 


C. An exhibit requires a short and concise descriptive explana- 
tion of the items. You cannot throw your coins in a case and ex- 
pect to win a prize. You enjoy and profit when you work out the 
important to the judges. 


D. A good exhibit must be made with knowledge of how ex- 
hibits are judged. If the exhibit is not entered for a prize, it should 
still be displayed with that in mind. Possibly the same exhibit could 
be used later in a convention where prizes are given. 


The writer has judged many exhibits. The rules and point sys- 
tems differ slightly in most cases. A popular point system used to- 
day is: 


4, for numismatic information conveyed to viewer. 
7%. for originality of exhibit. 
for arrangement, neatness and eye appeal. 
7, for relative condition of material displayed. 
» for relative completeness. 
for rarity and/or value.

E. Some collectors think that valuable and scarce coins are 
necessary for an exhibit, but this is not the case. An exhibit does 
not require rare items. In one exhibit that I judged the “best in 
show” did not cost over $25.00. It gave the geographic and histori- 
cal background of the items, and contained excellent numismatic 
information. It was complete for the small sector of numismatics 
that it represented. It is important to note that the value of 
the material is not of importance in judging exhibits. The basis of 
judging as set forth above allows inexpensive material to compete 
on an equal basis with more expensive material. 


F. An exhibit must be planned ahead, so do not wait until the 
last minute, You may furnish your own case or the cases necessary 
for your display may be reserved. 


G. A great deal of thought should be given to the manner of 
presentation. The same material may take first or last place, de- 
pending on the manner in which it is shown.

‘MY TWO CENTS"

Popular demand has it that I should continue with my discus- 


sion on the gold problem that I brought up in my column a few 
issues ago (June 1st Edition). Let it be known here and now that 
if the readers of Coin Press want something I shall try my best to 
give it to them. If there is anything concerning coins or numisma- 
tics that you feel should be discussed, please write and tell me so. 
If you would like I will add you to my staff of regular contributors 
of information with whom I maintain a steady correspondence. 

Many readers feel that I did not explain the advantages of land 
as the solution to the problem of finding something on which our 
money can be based that could not be sythesized in the future. May- 
be I didn’t, but in any event I am thankful to them for bringing this 
to light. 

Let’s go back to the June 1st Edition in which I said, “each 
country has its own supply of land on which it can base its money. 
Whereas today many countries have to import gold to keep their 
monetary systems on a sound basis.’’ Many readers wanted to know 
what would happen to a country like Belgium which is about 18 
times smaller than France. Would Belgium have less money than 
France and France less money than the United States? Would that 
mean that the country with the most land would be the richest? 
Yes in a sense it would be. With the rapid growth in population 
land will be worth more than gold or anything else besides water 
and food in the future. (And remember this is a problem of the 
future!) That means the more land a country has the more people 
it will have. Which means buying power, and buying power is the 
thing that the United States survives from. Take away the people 
who are buying means taking away the money with which they buy. 
Remember back in 1957 when we had the recession? What caused 
it? It was caused by people not spending as much money as they 
should have been. President Eisenhower, when asked what we could 
do to stop the recession answered, “Buy!’’ When asked, “Buy what?” 
he said, “Buy anything, but buy!” In Vance Packard’s new book 
“The Waste Makers” he states that the average citizen will have to 
buy 50% more a dozen years from now if the United States is to 
remain on the same economic leval that it is at today. 


All this of course is excluding the Communist countries with 
whom we do not compete on the Common Market. But watch out 
because Russia has plans of coming into the Common Market and 
when it does the freeworld will have added problems. Right now 
Russia has plans of selling oil to other European countries at a re- 
duced rate with plans of knocking American oil off the market. If 
American oil is forced out of the market the result will be thousands 
of jobless Americans, which is only one step into recession. These 
jobless Americans will then have less to spend and therefore will 
not be able to buy as much. When thousands of people cannot buy 


something else to think about. Imagine what would happen to the | 


freeworld if Russia offered to sell gold on the Common Market for 
twenty dollars an ounce. And Russia can do it because outside of 
South Africa it has the richest gold mines in the world. There are 
beliefs, however, that it has the richest supply because there are 
thousands of square miles in Siberia that have not been searched 
for gold. Present gold mines in Russia are located in Siberia. 


This leaves Belgium as a poor country. Realizing this, Belgium 
and all the other free countries (which I pray means all the coun- 
tries in the world) might join together to form a world government. 
Something like the United Nations of Earth. Sound like science 
fiction? Well look at Jules Verne back in the 19th century with his 
submarines and trips to the moon. Any way with a world govern- 
ment and a set amount of land Belgium and the world would have 
a sound basis for their money. This would also take care of trade 
with other worlds, if our world ever finds any to trade with, because 
gold may be a worthless mineral on some other world. 


Other readers wanted to know what would happen if everyone 


caShed in their land certificates. How would the countries pay 
them off? May I mention the Gold Clause of 1933. In June of that 


year Congress passed an act outlawing gold payment in public and 
private obligations. This includes the United States government. 
The government will not give anyone gold if they want to cash in 
their certificates (paper money). What they will give them is a 
Federal Reserve Note stating that the note is equivalent to so much 
gold in the government’s vaults. The same thing would hold true 
with land since the land does belong to the government (people). 


Before I end, I would like to say, that gold is found in the 
ground and that one of the biggest deposits known to man is at 
Fort Knox. Ha?

Spanish Doubloon 
Rich In History

Undoubtedly the Spanish doub- 
loon is one of the most fascinat- 
ing and historical coins in the 
world today. They are still being 
found, in the holds of sunken 
ships, buried deep in the sands on 
small islands, and even in caves 
in jungles and swamps where 
buccaneers and pirates hid their 
treasures. 

This gold coin, minted by 
Spain or Portugal in several 
South American countries, is no 
longer made. It varied in value 
to about $16, but now commands 
a price of approximately $100. 

Pirates looted ships the world 
over but most of the gold came 
from the Incas, Aztecs and other 
Indian natives of the New World 
in Mexico and northern South 
America. 

Hidden on Islands 


Hoards are being discovered 
even today along the Gulf coast 
of this country. Millions of dol- 
lars worth of gold and silver was 
hidden in the maze of islands 
along the Mississippi River, ana 
along the coasts of Texas anc 
Louisiana. 

But the real baliwick of most 
pirates, such as_ Blackbeard, 
Henry Morgan and Laffite, was 
the Caribbean. 

A letter sent to this column re- 
cently from the Panama Canal 
Zone included the information 
that Isthmian collectors were 
having very good luck with their 
collections because the large 
number of skin divers in that 
area keep bringing coins up from 
the ocean bed. 

Capt. Frank Kerley said that 
most of the coins found have 
been Spanish and British Colon- 
ial and were found in the area of 
Fort San Lorenzo, an ancient 
Spanish fort guarding the en- 
trance to the Charles River there. 

Unusual Find 


Also, a very unusual find has 
been made. About a dozen Colo- 
nial pieces from Massachusetts 
and Connecticut, dated 1787 and 
1788, have been discovered on 
the northern or open sea side of 
that section of Panama. 

Interesting gold pieces have 
also been obtained from the San 
Blas Indians of the interior.

One reader of my study has 
caused me to note what I think 
may be a very scarce variety. It 
is a ‘thin’ D above a normal D. 
Figuring that a die will last for 
about 400,000 strikes, I don’t be- 
lieve that there could have been 
very many of these with a com- 
plete higher, thinner D because 
progressive filling has caused this 
thin D to disappear except for a 
small part of its straight bar 
above the normal D. I’d like to 
hear from your readers who have 
found this type with two com- 
plete mint marks, one above the 
other.
